Collins Explains Strip Mining Bill Opposition 


Congressman Jim Collins 
has announced his reasons 
for voting against the Sur­ 
face 
Mining 
and 
Reclamation Act, popularly 
referred to as the Strip 
Mining Bill. 
“While there is a need to 
protect our land, such a need 
is being met more than 
adequately by the statss 
to d a y ,” 
Collins 
stated . 
“ Furtherm ore, if the focus 
of this legislation is to 
reclaim land, then let us vote 
more funds for the Soil 
Conservation Service, which 
has already reclaim ed 1.3 
m illion a c re s of su rface 
m ined lan d s, instead of 
adding another layer to the 
bureaucracy. 
“ We have a great system 
in Texas,” the Congressman 
continued. “ Our strip mines 
produce vast amounts of 
much-needed coal and our 
o p erato rs have in stitu ted 
e x c e lle n t 
re c la m a tio n 
pro jects. 
For 
exam ple, 
Texas Power & Light has a 
larg e 
lignite 
m ining 
operation in Central Texas. 
It has been most successful 
and the reclaim ed land is 
both 
beautiful 
and 
productive.”

C ongressm an 
based 
his 
opposition to the bill on 
several argum ents: 
1) Acceptance of the bill 
will mean unemployment for 
40,000-50,000 people. Because 
of excessively 
strin g en t 
regulations, many sm aller

forced to shut down. Com­ 
pliance with the new federal 
regulations would be 
too 
costly to provide adequate 
business incentives. 
2) 
Surface 
mined 
coal 
represents 40 percent of the 
cu rren t supply for coal 
burning 
facilities-nam ely 
electric power plants. All 
shortages resulting from a 
cutback in coal production 
will have to be made up for

“ Always use a sharp knife 
or shears to cut the flower 
stem .” says the Texas A&M

specialist. “A dull cut will 
crush the stem and plug up 
the plant tissue. This keeps 
the stem from carry in g 
water." 
Janne stresses using a 
clean 
container 
for the 
flowers 
Used containers 
should 
be 
thoroughly 
cleaned with a household 
bleach solution to get rid of 
any bacteria 
“ After the flowers have 
been cut, put them in warm 
water and make sure that 
several inches of the stem is 
below water." points out the 
horticulturist. 
Remove any leaves that 
are covered by water. 
Then cover the flowers 
with a plastic film to prevent 
moisture loss and put them 
in a refrigerator or cool 
room for four to six hours 
The flowers are now ready 
to be put in an arrangement 
“ Be sure the stems are 
covered by about one-fourth 
inch water and keep the 
arrangement out of hot or 
cold air drafts and away 


(rom direct sunlight,” ad­ 
vises Janne. 
Using 
chemical 
com- 
mere a1 preservatives in the 
water may help keep the 
flower in 
good condition.

Clean house plants are 
more attractive and perform 
better, according to a land­ 
scape horticulturist for the 
T e x a s 
A g r i c u l t u r a l 
Extension Service 
Dust on 
leaf surfaces 
reduces the amount of light 
available to a plant." says 
Everett Janne 
“Thus the 
plant may not get enough 
light for photosynthesis 
Also, a dusty plant looks 
drab and uninteresting.” 
To remove dust. Janne 
suggests brushing the leaf 
surface with a soft camel 
hair brush or damp sponge 
and polishing with a soft 
cheese cloth about once a 
month. Heavily soiled leaves 
should be washed with a 
mild soap and warm water 
solution before polishing 
“Care should be used to 
prevent bruising or kinking 


the 
leaf 
surface 
while 
cleaning it." cautions the 
Texas 
A&M 
University 
System specialist “You can 
avoid bruising a leaf by 
placing one hand on the 
underside of the leaf as you 
wipe the surface." 
Several commercial leaf 
polishes are available, adds 
Janne. If you plan to use a 
commercial leaf polish, be 
. ore to water plants several 
hours before 
treating 
or 
foliage 
burn 
may 
occur 
Furthermore, don't use any 
kind of oil on plants. 
For p lan ts with hairy 
leaves, 
J a n n e 
suggests 
syringing the leaf surface 
with warm water. “Don t 
use water that is colder than 
the room temperature where 
the plants are located as this 
can cause leaf spotting."

Bend. Central Texas and the 
Trans-Pecos area. 
One advantage to the crop 
is that it can be planted early 
and will germinate in soil 
condit ions of 55-60 degrees.

abroad has raised sunflower

Combination May 
Make More Work 


Using 
a 
com bination 
fertilizer and weed killer on 
your lawn can create more 
work than it saves, says 
James R. Risinger, Collin 
County Agent for the Texas 
A gricultural 
E xtension 
Service. 
“ Applying a fertilizer- 
herbicide mixture 
to the 
lawn can endanger desirable 
plants such as trees, shrubs 
and vines in the 
area.” 
Risinger 
stated. 
“ Many 
trees such as oak, mulberry 
and sycamore are highly 
susceptible to weed killers." 
There is always danger of 
applying too m uch h e r­ 
bicide. While an overdose of 
fertilizer is not necessarily 
harmful, too much herbicide 
can ruin vegetation. 
Another drawback of using 
a com bination fertilizer- 


herbicide is that the most 
effective tim e to apply 
fertilizer is not always the 
most effective time to apply 
herbicide. 
“Each type of herbicide 
must be used at a certain 
rate and time to be ef­ 
fective,” 
Risinger pointed 
out. 
There is also the chance 
that a leftover mixture of 
fertilizer and herbicide may 
be mistaken for 
fertilizer 
and used for that purpose. 
This can do irreparable 
damage to the landscape. 
“ By mowing your yard 
regularly and fertilizing, 
watering and providing good 
drainage, weeds will be less 
of a 
problem 
and 
you 
probably will not have to use 
a herbicide,” Risinger ex­ 
plained. 
“ But 
if you 
do 
decide to use a combination 
fertilizer and herbicide, be 
sure 
to 
read 
all 
the 
precautions on the label.”

Do you feel a lack of 
privacy in your backyard, 
especially in the summer 
when 
outdoor 
activities 
increase? If so, a number of 
solutions are available. 
Dr. William 
Welch, a 
landscape horticulturist with 
the 
Texas 
Agricultural 
Extension Service, says 
there are several types of 
privacy screens suitable for 
backyards. 
“ It’s important that the 
screen you choose blends in 
with the overall design of 
your 
lan d sc a p e ,” 
e m ­ 
phasizes the Texas A&M 
University 
system 
specialist. 
“ A fence of pine, redwood 
or cedar 
makes a 
good 
screen and provides privacy 
as soon as it is completed. 
Brick, 
stone or 
concrete 
blocks may also be used. A 
fence should be sturdy and 
attractive and blend into the 
scenery.” 
The main disadvantage of 
building a fence is the high 
cost of construction. 
“ Plant sc re e n s,” says 
Welch, “ Not only provide 
privacy but also help reduce 
noise and air pollution.” 
Although a plant screen 
takes longer to provide 
privacy, it is generally much 
cheaper than a fence and 
does not 
require 
much 
maintenance, points out the 
horticulturist. 
He offers a few pointers 
for putting in a plant screen. 
“ Provide plenty of room 
for plants to grow and be 


sure they are suited to the 
area. Consider the soil type, 
drainage and the amount of 
sun available to the plants. 
“ Plant a lot of one type of 
plant rather than many 
different kinds of plants in 
one area. 
“A combination frame and 
vine screen makes a good 


privacy block. 
“ Vines 
growing 
on 
a 
wooden frame covered with 
non-climbable welded wire 
make a colorful screen and 
require little space." 
Welch suggests vines such 
as English Ivy or Carolina 
jasmine for attractive plant 
screens the year round.

monthly, flowering annuals 
monthly, trees and shrubs 
two to three times per year 
and lawns every eight to ten 
weeks. 


Spray 
1. Vegetables for aphids 
(m a la th io n , 
d ia z in o n ), 
spider m ites (kelthane), 
caterpillars (sevin) 
and 
sowbugs, slugs and snails 
(sevin). Always read labels 
carefully before treating 
vegetables. 
2. Lawns (St. Augustine) 
will likely begin to show 
chinch bug damage during 
late May. Diazinon, trithion, 
and e th ion are all cleared for 
the small black insect. 
3. Webworms in shade and 
fruit 
trees 
respond 
to

malathion or diazinon along 
with

spreader-sticker 
surfactant. 
4. Bagworms on junipers 


need prompt treatment with 
either malathion or diazinon 
at earliest signs. 
5. Elm leaf beetles on 
Chinese elms need three to 
four 
week 
repeated 
sprayings with sevin.

DEAR POLLY — How does one remove brown stains 
from that popular white porcelain-like cookware?

My husband fastens narrow strips of self-adhesive foam 
weather stripping to his trouser hangers because the 
grooves in the hangers are not enough to hold his slacks.

DEAR MRS.L.R.H. — I have an electric coffee pot made 
of the same porcelain-like cookware. When the inside 
becomes stained I fill it with very hot water, add a teas­ 
poon or so of automatic dishwasher detergent, let it stand 
for about 15 minutes and then scrub the inside with the 
long-handled brush I use to remove food from dishes to go 
in the dishwasher. This cleans the brush and the inside of 
the pot is gleaming white. Rinse thoroughly with very hot 
water. - POLLY.

DEAR READERS — Needlework in all forms (knitting, 
crocheting, crewel embroidery, needlepoint, hooking, etc.) is 
enjoying a wave of popularity. More women are plying their 
needles of one sort or another and they have been joined by men 
and youngsters. Some say this great tranquilizer may be a 
rebellion against an almost mechanized society. No matter what 
prompts such handwork it can be a force toward family unity as 
one and all join together in a big project such as making a rug. 
During recent years such work was considered to be woman’s 
work and those few men who enjoyed it worked in seclusion. Now 
they are open about it and often give the women stiff competition. 
Why not? In the Middle Ages knitting was considered man’s 
work, a real trade, but gradually they lost out to the distaff side. 
Reading that big (in more ways than one) former football star 
Roosevelt Grier does needlepoint and of a burly policeman knit­ 
ting helped give them any needed assurance that their hobby was 
no longer considered “sissy” and they join their wives in dividing 
big tasks such as needlepointing seats for dining room chairs. 
We know most everybody is doing handwork but how much of 
this is needlework that costs time and money we don’t know. It 
does bring enjoyment to the worker and adds up to real decora­ 
tion for the home. Before launching on any such project consider 
color, design and scale carefully. 
Never buy and then work anything that does not have a definite 
place to go where it will be a contribution to the room’s 
decorative scheme.
